Due to hills and creek crossings 
the best way to get about (except 
horseback) was with a buckboard 
two-horse democrat. Trails or 
no trails, many isolated shacks 
had to be visited.

The next day a fellow minister, 
who knew horses and harness, 
came his way and in true Western 
hospitality solved his problem, 
’astor Black expressed his grati- 
tude and remarked, “You know, 
the’ blessed book never even men- 
tioned the wor-rd, and I find there 
is so much to learn in pioneer life 
that is not found in the dictionary,
